Pledge

We publicly have said, 
through the President himself, 
we will not intervene in an at- 
tack on either of the islands un- 
less it is of such size and direc- 
tion as to indicate an assault 
on Formosa. 

Therein lies the great hazard. 
An amphibious invasion, with 
air cover, takes on momentous 
size. Who will be able to view 
it and reach the necessary con- 
clusion? Who will have the in- 
formation necessary to deter- 
mine if the attack will end in 
defeat or, if successful, wheth- 
er it will then continue on to 
Chiang’s island fortress? There’s 
the rub.

Formosa, Quemoy and Matsu 
have been on their itineraries. 

Not until all their reports are 
fn and digested will there be a 
decision as to what to make 
public.

Georgia's General Assembly convenes 
today for 40 days of legislative work. 

We join in welcome to its members. 
The city is always more interesting 
they are with us.

It is a subject c 
many people have firn fixed opinion 
Is it too much to ask, in light of the 
great importance and seriousness of the 
problem, that it be discussed without 
rancor or recrimination? 

What is done at this session will af- 
fect the future of the state for perhaps 
generations. This especially is true of the 
educational future. It will be a great pity 
if the occasion is used for reckless and 
emotional charges to distract attention 
from other issues or to make impossible 
a careful, rational approach to proposed 
actions. 

The subject must be discussed fully. 
Let it be done in deliberation, not anger. 
sducational needs are acute. if they are 
drowned in emotional and reckless de- 
bate, damage will be great and lasting.

Economy is another issue. 

Certainly no other problem, however 
important, should be allowed to distract 
attention from it. 

The full import of the new taxes just 
now are beginning to be felt. Indeed, few 
Georgians yet know what their state in- 
come tax is going to be now that the fed- 
eral deduction is disallowed. They will 
pay a tax on money that has been with- 
held, money which they have never had. 
The figures will shock many. Other taxes 
also are just beginning to be felt. 

The people are tax-galled and they 
will be disappointed—with long memories 
expressing themselves at the polls—if 
there is not serious and honest attention 
given to the report of the Legislative 
Economy Committee. 

This is the first time since 1932 that 
Georgia has had a real chance to stream- 
line state government. Politics or emo- 
tionalism about other issues should not 
be allowed to prevent it. 

There are yet other matters of im- 
portance to come before the Assembly. 
None can be given the necessary atten- 
tion and examination unless there is rec- 
ognition that this is a time of crisis and 
of great decision and that calm and in- 
telligent examination and decision are 
required. 

The session can be 40 days of achieve- 
ment or 40 days of wandering in the wil- 
derness. The burden is on the Assembly 
in either case

Recent floods in California again have 
broucht the nations attention to the 
tragic losses everv year from ppc dis- 
asters.

Postal Savine gs System 
Has Outlived Usefulness 


Although little is heard of it these 
days, there is one appendage of govern- 
ment that seems to have outlived its 
usefulness but continues to exist because 
nobody seems to be willing to take the 
initiative in doing something about it. 

This appendage is the Postal Savings 
System, born in 1910 to provide savings 
deposit facilities in communities where 
Inadequate banking facilities existed. The 
other major reason for its establishment 
seems to have been the lack of deposit 
Insurance during a period of many bank 
failures. 

Today bank deposits are insured and 
everybody can purchase government bonds 
in small and large denominations. Most 
other savings methods are also guaran- 


teed. Interest rates on postal savings, 2 


per cent, is lower than the government 
bond rate and lower than most other 
Savings accounts. 

Bills have been introduced in Con- 


gress providing for a gradual liquidation 
of the system. So far that is about al] 
that has been done. At least it seems that 
congressional committees would under- 
take investigations to determine whether 
or not the system is needed. 

Evidence indicates that the system 
has outlived its usefulness. If there is 
no longer any use for its existence, it 
gradually should be liquidated.

The fellow who ig satisfied to live 
in the house by the side of the 
road has always disturbed me for 
I feel he should be on the road 
traveling somewhere with some- 
one. Every time I turn the dial of 
a radio I seem to hear a discus- 
sion on the ways in which we can 
save ourselves from this or that 
sickness or trouble. 

I wonder if ir time we won't get 
s> careful that the adventure, 
thrill and danger of courageous liv- 
ing won't be finally lost altogether. 
I'm not saying that we shouldn't 
live wisely but I do believe we can 
go too far in protecting ourselves.

Dr. Eastwood, official statisti- 
cian of the committee, reported 10 
players died as a direct result of 
1955 football games—six of them in 
high school contests. 


Comparisons and percentage rat- 
ings are determined on the basis 
of deaths per 100,000 players. A 
total of 616,000 youths played high 
school football last year. 


Of the 65,690 young men in col- 
lege competition, only one died 
from football injuries. Two deaths 
resulted from sandlot games and a 
third from a college intramural 
touch football contest. 

Dr. Eastwood reported the 1955 
casualty figure was a “sharp de- 
crease”’ from the annual average 
of 17.5 fatalities in the 25 years 
the coaches association has been 
compiling statistics on football in- 
juries. 


Head injuries led the list of death 
causes. The report said that, based 
on the 25 year study, halfbacks 
are most likely to sustain fatal in- 
juries and that most fatal injuries 
occur during the first five minutes 
a player is in the game. 

Defensive players suffer slightly 
more fatal injuries than offensive 
units, and fatalities rise steadily 
during the season to the end of the 
second week of October and then

‘Leaning Side’ 

Watch yourselves, you cautious, mature, sensible people over 
25 years of age. There’s a better chance that you will die of 
accidental poisoning than that some giddy teen-ager or unknow- 
ing child will commit involuntary suicide. 

That’s the word from Dr. Seldon D. Feurt, associate pro- 
fessor of pharmacy at the University of Georgia. 

Just when you reach an age where you think you can be 


smug about something—even if it’s nothing but having stayed 
alive—here comes an expert to deflate you. 


Dr. Feurt says that more than 60 per cent of the total number 
of accidental poisoning deaths occur in matured individuals over 
the age of 25 years and less than one-third of these deaths occur 
among small children, 


The safest group of all, with respect to poisons, is ‘‘those reck- 
less youngsters between 5 and 25.’’ Less than 10 per cent of the 
deaths occur in this age range. 

Dr. Feurt’s report came to my attention about the same time 
somebody sent me a book by an old Mobilian and well-known 
Presbyterian layman, Andrew Edington. The book is distin- 
guished for other reasons. (Called ‘‘The Big Search,’’ it is really 
one professing Christian’s account of his quest for spiritual 
strength and courage.) 


But the thing that happened to stick in my mind was his 
report on a Negro preacher’s prayer. The Negro praying ad- 
mitted that all of God’s children are “leaning, Lord’’—and his 
petition was: “Oh, Lord, prop us up on the leaning side.’’ 

It’s as good a prayer as I’ve heard in some time because our 
“leaning side’’ changes from day to day. 


On the accidental poisoning we seem to lean to killing our- 
selves through carelessness. We save medicine and push it back 
in the medicine chest, thinking the day will come when it will be 
needed again. When that day comes it may have lost its potency 
or its label or be the wrong remedy entirely for what ails us. 

Of the 12 most common poisons, Dr. Feurt lists barbituates 
as the first in order of importance. This is followed in order by 
alcohol, petroleum products, aspirin and salicylates, analgesics, 
acids and alkalies, lead compounds, arsenic, benzene and organic 
solvents, strychnine, bromides and mercury compounds. 


These are common poisons, Dr. Feurt pointed out, but they 
come from your doctor and your druggist well labeled and with 
precautions. Accidents occur because of “unpredictable sensi- 
tivity’’ and carelessness. (The advice here would seem to be, if 
you don’t know it’s good for you, don’t swallow it.) 


Dr. Feurt suggests that accidental poisonings among children 
might be decreased by using a uniform child’s dose for drugs 
such as aspirin, and safety closures for containers of pleasantly 
flavored medicines. 

The next time you feel inclined to lecture your young about 
their carelessness in this area or that, remember your own age 
group has its “‘leaning side,’’ too.

School-Mishaps Toll 


Greatest Indoors 


Most schools teem with ac- 
tivity, especially during recess 
and between classes. Accidents 
are bound to happen and it is 
surprising that the toll is not 
higher. 

A recent survey among 50,- 
000 British students aged 5 to 
15 revealed 954 accidents in a 
two-year period. There were 
twice as many boys as girls in 
the accident group and the rate 
increased as the children grew 
older, 

Forty per cent of the mis- 
haps took place on the play- 
ground. Of these 15 per cent 
happened to boys, and 25 per 
cent to girls. This is understand- 
able because girls are likely to 
be awkward in out-of-door ac- 
tivities. 

The remaining 60 per cent of 
accidents took place indoors. 
The classroom was most dan- 
gerous, followed in turn by the 
corridors, cloakrooms, wash 
rooms, and stairs. 

Approximately 40 per cent 
were simple abrasions and con- 
tusions, divided equally between 
both sexes. Lacerations and cuts 
were next in line, 

About 19 per cent were frac- 


tures of arms and legs. Charley 
horses, sprains, and injuries to 
joints accounted for 17.3 per 
cent in girls and 9.4 per cent 
in boys. Foreign bodies, minor 
contusions, burns, and scalds 
were less prevalent. Some of 
the youngsters chipped or lost 
a tooth or two, 


» There was one fatal accident 
in a 14-year-old boy. Death fol- 
lowed a trivial head injury and 
autopsy showed the lad had an 
abnormally thin skull and a con- 
genital abnormality that rup- 
tured, causing the fatal hemor- 
rhage. 


Disobedience and rough play 
were prominent in accident 
causation. As might be expect- 
ed, boys usually were to 
blame, The third most common 
source was structural defects, 
followed by mishaps in swinging 
doors. 


Most schools stress accident 
prevention and do their best to 
keep order and prevent horse- 
play. They also have well-es- 
tablished procedures for coping 
with the problem. 

At the beginning of the term, 
the parents fill out a slip that 
is kept on file in the school of- 
fice. This contains the family’s 
telephone number and that of 
a friend.
